A Bill to Raise Fees of Magstrates.

Representative Blain Coffey,
who i8 10 town this week. hands
us the following bill for publiea-
tiou as passed by the last Legis-
lature:

A Bill, to Le entitled “An act to
amend section two thousand
seven hundred and eighty eight
of the revisal of one thousand
nine hundred and five, relating
to the fees of Justices of the
Peace of Watauga county.”

The General Asssembly of North
Carolina do enact:

Section 1. That section two

thousand seven hundred an eigh-

ty-eight of the Revisal of one
thousand nine hundred and five,
be and the same is hereby amen.
ded as follows: Inlineeightstrike
out the word “forty” and insert
the word “‘eighty"’; in line eleven
strike out the word ‘forty” and
insert the word “eighty”’; in line
twenty-two strike out the words

“twenty-five” and insert the

word “‘fiity”

Section 2. That this act shall

apply to Watauga county only.

Section 3. That all laws and

clauses of laws in conflict

with the provisions of this
act be and the same are hereby
repealed.

Section 4. ''hat this act shall
be 1 force from and afterite rat-
ification.
